SURVEY SHOWS 
BIG EXPANSION 
IN AIR TRAVEL 


People Taking Plane 
Journeys as They 
Did Train 


By JAMES L. KILGALLEN 
(Copyright, International News Service) 

Aviation in the United States is 
showing phenomenal expansion. 
‘The industry is emerging from the 
economic depression with colors 
flying and prospects for 1931 are 
exceedingly bright, according to a 
survey completed today by Inter- 
national News Service. 

More people are flying than ever 
before. They are doing it casually 
—in almost as matter of fact man- 
rer as they do in taking a train. 
Air: transport lines traverse the 
continent. And from leading cities 
—such as New York, Chicago, San 
Francisco, Atlanta, St. Louis, Col- 
umbus, Los Angeles, Miami, Kansas 
City, Dallas, Boston, Philadelphia, 
Detroit, Cleveland, Denver , Mil- 
waukee, Pittsburgh, Salt Lake City, 
Seattle and Albuquerque—regional 
sir lines radiate in all directions. 

“Safety first” precautions have 
instilled public faith in air travel. 
The major air lines have installed 
two-way radio communication be- 
tween planes in flight and their 
ground bases. An extensive weath- 
er reporting service is employed to 
keep pilots well-informed on con- 
ditions along their courses at all 
times. 

The industry, after a period of 
over-expansion in some prospects, 
has become stabilized. Readjust- 
ments during 1930 have put the 
business on a so’ footing. 

Outlook Bright 

The year 1930 was a critical pe- 
riod for aviation but the industry 
“made the grade” in. admirable 
shape and the outlook is most en- 


Internadionel News Sérvice’s ad- 
ces from. its.correspondents in all 
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was a peak year for the transporta- 
tion of mail, passengers and ex- 
press by air, 1920 figures doubled 
and nearly tripled those of the pre- 
vious year. Passengers, mail and 
express were being flown more than 
102,000 miles every 24 hours, with 
more than one-third the distance 
being flown between dusk and 
dawn on lighted airways. 

Aircraft under the American flag, 
including planes in civilian, com- 
mercial and government operation, 
flew more than 225,000,000 miles 
auring 1930, an increase of more 
than 27,000,000 miles over the pre- 
vious peak year, 1929, according to 
,the Aeronautical Chamber of Com- 
merce. Civil and commercial 
planes flew 164,793,612 miles dur- 
ing 1930 as compared with 149,579,- 
451 miles. in 1929. Government 
planes, including those of the army, 
navy, marine corps, coast guard 
and department of commerce, flew 
60,473,355 miles during 1930 as com- 
pared with 47,967,139 miles in 1929.

In South Africa 


CAPETOWN, South Africa (INS) 
—The world’s deadliest known 
Poison, so potent that a single drop 
is sufficient to kill 10,000 adults, 
has been discovered in a transvaal 
bulb, it was revealed today by the 
Burger, government organ. 

Because of its exceptionally fatal 
powers, the government decided to 
keep manufacture of the poison a 
secret. The scientific name of the 
bulb of deadliest qualities is ““Ade- 


The bulb poison was discovered 
by Dr. Green of the Dersterport 
laboratory. It is the only known 
Poison that does not: leave a trace 
on the victim’s body. 

Government officials remained 
non-committal on the marketing 
plans for. the poison, merely point- 
ing out that it could easily be 
turned into a terrific menace if 
accessible to many,

Policies Paid Double 

Smith, who was a candidate for 
governor of Iowa in 1928, had pol- 
icies with two eastern firms which 
amounted to $25,000 but paid dou- 
ble indemnity in ease of accidental 
death. Meanwhile county, state 
and federal authorities worked on 
different angles of the case in an 
effort to clear up the mystery 
which surrounds the accident. 

County authorities are seeking 
Smith, whom they believe to be 
elive since the autopsy Thursday 
disciosed that the body buried as 
Smith’s was not his, but an un- 
identified corpse. 


Seek Source of Body 

State officials are working to es- 
tablish the source of the body 
burned. They announced today 
from the state bureau of investiga- 
tion at Des Moines that it is be- 
lieved the body came from a pot- 
ter’s field at Denison, a small town 
in western Towa near where the 
burning truek owned by Smith was 
discovered February 3. 

State agents said. they based 
their theory on the fact that the 
body buried as bees, filled with

Mr. Wilder told a reporter of the 
Free Press that it generally took 
him a couple of weeks to complete 
such a boat. This one, however, 
will take longer due to the fact that 
he can work on it at odd moments 
while he is not busy a few feet 
away in Bristol’s fish market, where 
he is employed.

ON INSURANCE 


Also Filed Proof of 
His Death Says 
Attorney

ing to say following his visit here 
but indicated that his investiga- 
tion into the operations of the Dis- 
intone company, which manufac- 
tured a highly inflammable liquid, 
would be pressed further. 

James Risden, of Des Moines, 
head of the state bureau of inves- 
tigation, announced today that state 
agent Byron Tuller would be sent 
te Perry today to assist authorities 
of Dallas county in solving the ori- 
gin of the corpse that apparently 
was placed in the truck and al- 
lowed to burn. 

Undertaker’s Story 

It has been learned that the 
burned body was taken to Deni- 
son first after it was found in the 
truck. Charles Bartcher, under- 
taker, stated that he was called on 
the telephone the night of February 
3 and asked to get the body. He 
did this he said and took it to his 
undertaking establishment. Prepar- 
ation for burial was impossible, he 
said, because. of the condition of 
the body. He made no attempt to 
embalm it in any way, he asserted. 

Mr. Bartcher said that he did 
not believe that the body had been 
embalmed prior to the time that 
he received it. This is in contra- 
diction to the finding at the au- 
topsy where it was established that 
the body had been embalmed for 
burial purposes before it was found 
in the burning truck. 

It was also revealed at the au- 
topsy that stitches had been taken 
apparently by an undertaker. Per- 
sonal effects which were found on 
the body, including a watch and 
a key ring, indicated to him, be- 
yond doubt, that the body was that 
of Smith, Bartcher said. 

Not Held To Blame 

Bartcher accepted this identifi- 
cation, he said, and the following 
day, Feb. 4, at 1 p. m. turned the 
body over to the Bessemer under- 
taking establishment of Perry. 
Meantime, an inquest establishing 
this identity, had been held. 

Bartcher was not called at the 
autopsy at Perry which indicated 
an erroneous identification. No 
claim has been made but that Mr. 
Bartcher acted other than in good 
faith in caring for the body. Cor- 
oner L. H. De Ford has expressed 
his belief that all of Mr. Bartch- 
er’s acts were in good faith. 

Possibility that the condition of 
the body might lead to positive 
identification interested investiga- 
tors here. The arms and legs had 
heen burned off, to all appearances,

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LS Russia As A Market 

Whether we like the Russian government or not we are 
computed to recognize the fact that she is potentially one of 
our bést fbreign customers. There is ample proof that the 
big busiiess interests are beginning to sit up and take notice. 
So tHuth presstire has been exerted that Secrétary of State 
Stimisdn, has begun an investigation of that nation’s affairs 
Which may évefitiially lead to official recognition of that 


* government by the United States. , 


Stories that come out of Russia concerning convict labor 
and other injustices leave a bad taste in the mouth. It is 
entirely foreign to this nation’s idea of doing things. But 
business does not recognize serfdom, So long as the al 
mighty dollar is coming oir way those who profit are not too 
critical of its source, ; 

The so-called five-year plan, instituted by the soviet gov- 
ernment, is attraéting c6risiderable attention now that 
American exporters are beginning to realize the possibilities 
fér trade expansion. This plan calls for an expenditure of 


‘ forty-five billion dollars to modernize industry and agricul- 
. ture along scientific lines ander state ownership and control. 


That the United States has already sectired some of this huge 
sum and now intends to obtain more of it is shown by ott 
ateadily increasing trade, 

Before the Russian revolution there were only 500 tractors 
in the efitire country. During the first half of last year 
21,716 American tractors 
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partment of cotfimerte figures. Under the czar the largest 
power plant in Russia developed only 20,000 kilowatts. A 
plant under the supervision of American engineers is now 
being constructed which will develop 880,000 kilowatts. And 
this is only one of several. At least 400 manufacturing firms 
exported to Russia in 1930, some of therti selling almost their 
entire output to the seviet. Last year Russia purchased 
from Illinois ‘firms alone eight million dollars moré thah the 
total imports from Russia for the same year. Commenting 
on these facts Senator Burton K. Wheeler in a recent address 
declared: 

“I hold no brief for the present government in Russia. It 
is the most distatorial aiid cruel government in the world. 
There is no freedom of speech. The press of that nation is 
completely controlled by Stalin afid his group. I probably 
would be one of the first to be shot as a counter-revolution- 
ist if I were living there. I hope, however, that my mind will 
not become so beclouded with prejudices that I cannot give 
them credit where credit is due. 

“Isyn’t it a strange paradox that our people are going with- 
out clothes beé¢ause We have too many clothes; we are going 
without food because We have too much wheat, and mén and 
women are walking our streets withott shelter becatise wé 
have too much building material; yet our super-patriots 
would prevent this so called surpliis being sold to Russia, 
thereby stimulating employment for our unemployed? Isn’t 
there something wrong with the economic system of the 
world, built up not by God but man, which permits millions 
of people to go hungry because they have too little food while 
millions of others go hungry because'they have too much?” 

That seems to be worth thinking over.

This power has tfow become so great 
that recently an English churchman blamed this country 
for England’s lax morals among young péople, fostered by our 
inoviés and abetted by the adoption of some of our ctistoms 
whith are begiiining to create quité a stir in this country 
because of the prominence given to the Kirkland trial.

Airplane Not A Vehicle 

It seems that legally it is alright to steal an airplane with- 
in the meaning of the federal motor vehicle act because an 
airplane is not a vehicle and congress forgot to specify when 
the act was passed in 1919. Such is the decision of the Unit- 
ed States Supreme Court in an airplane theft case, reversing 
the ruling of a lower court which had sentenced the defendant 
to three years imprisonment and fined him $2,000 for trans- 
porting from Illinois to Oklahoma an airplane which he knew 
Was stolen. In delivering the opinion Mr. Justice Holmes, 
who observe his 90th birthday Stinday said: 

“The question is the meaning of the word ‘vehicle.’ The

mobile, automobile truck, automobile wagon, motorcycle or 
any other self-propelled vehicle not designed for yunning on 
rails.’ 

“No doiibt it is possible to use the word to signify a con- 
veyance working on land, water or air. But in every day 
speéch ‘vehicle’ calls up the picture of a thing-moving on land. 
So here, the phrase under discussion calls up the popular pic- 
ture. It is a vehicle that runs, not something, fot common- 
ly called # vehicle, that flies. Airplanes were well kfiiown in 
1919 when this statute was passed but it is admitted that 
they were not mentioned in the reports or in the debates in 
congress.” 

Hence a man who is morally guilty escapes punishment be- 
cause the law is lax. The desision, according to the law, is 
undoubtedly correct but what is the fellow going to do who 
had his plane stolen? Where can he obtain justice? An 
amendment to the act seems to be in order.

The other in- 
born disposition, the cycloid, is 
marked by the swinging, even dur- 
ing normal health, between pro- 
longed moods of elation and de- 
pression.

PLACER MINES 
USE TRACTORS 


Replacing Old Cradle 
And Rocker 
Method 


By RICHARD RANDOLPH 

DENVER—Supplanting the time- 
honored pan,cradle and rocker as a 
means of extracting the precious 
yellow metal from its native sands, 
the modern tractor 1s about to en- 
ter the placer mining industry. 

Breckenridge, Colo., scene of gold 
dredging operations for a half cen- 
tury, is to be the scene of opera- 
tions for the novel development, ac- 
cording to word received here re- 
cently. A company has been form- 
ed for carrying on the operations, 
and a contract has been let to a 
Milwauk®e concern for the con- 
struction of a dredge mounted on 4 
large tractor of the caterpillar type. 
The machine will cost abotit $100,- 
000, according to present estimates. 

Work High Levels 

Boat dredges of the old type 
worked the sands of the Blue Riv- 
er near Breckenridge for many 
years, leaving hundreds of acres of 
valley lands covered with rocks dug 
up from bencath the soil. 

The tractor dredge is intended to 
make possible working of the high- 
er levels along the Blue River, 
which the late Benjamin Revett, 
known 4s the father of placer min- 
ing, always contended contained 
more gold than the river bottoms. 

The new company is composed of 
Denver, Omaha, Amarillo and Mil- 
waukee men. The tractor dredge 
will handle 5,000 cubic yards a day 
at an estimated cost of 10 cents 
@ yard. The company has about 
1,000 acres along the Blue River. 

The idea of a dredge operating 
on the tractor principle is credited 
to A. H. McDougal, a veteran dredge 
man and J. D. Calloway of Breck- 
enridge, an engineer well versed in 
placer mining. 

Also associated in-the new com- 
pany are Dexter T. Barrett, form- 
er deputy attorney general of Ne- 
braska; W. R.Gibson, former dis- 
trict judge of Amarillo, Tex.; A. R. 
Rizzuto, railroad contractor of 
Omaha, and J. A. Theobald, forn- 
erly of Breckenridge and now edi- 
tor of the Mining Age, Denver. 
Others interested are Milwaukee 
men with capital. 

“Used This Summer 

The process used in the new style 
dredge will be approximately the 
Same as that previously used in the 
boat dredges. The boat dredges 
handled the sands at a cost of 
about 12 cents per yard and re- 
turned a substantial profit to the 
operators until the big boat burned 
about three years ago. 

The tractor dredge will use the 
same power in operating which is 
used to move the machinery. Wa- 
ter will be “piped from higher lev- 
els and conserved in a dewatering 
tank. 

The company expects to have the 
new dredge in use by June 1. The 
gravel will be hanlded from the 
banks to the dredge by two drag 
line shovels capable of handling 
5,000 cubic yards every 24 hours.

Financing Columbus 


ASHTABULA, O. — (INS) —“Go 
ahead and:discover America. Here 
are some jewels to buy some ships 
and hire some men.” 
When Queen Isabella looked 
down at Christopher Columbus, on 
bended knee before her, and utter- 
ed the above words or something to 
that effect, she pulled a “faux pas” 
financially, according to C. J. Star- 
key, an attorney here, who has 
taken the time and trouble to fig- 
ure out the interest and such. 

The jewels, history says, were 
worth $6,000 but other more crit- 
ical historians have written this 
amount down to $2,115, Starkey 
said he has learned. 

Anyhow, Columbus had a neat 
amount to start his conquest over 
the uncharted heas, and even with 
the smaller amount the deduc- 
tions reached by Starkey’s figur- 
ing are somewhat startling. 

If the money had been placed 
at five per cent interest and 
compounded semi-annually, Star- 
key says, it would have reached 
the enormous sum of .more than 
four and one half trillion dollars. 
“This would be eleven and one- 
half times the total value of the 
United States and possessions,” 
the attorney reveals. “The inter- 
est itself would be $112,000,000- 
000, due every six months. The

SUGGESTS USE. 
OF SPONGES TO 
~ STOP FLOODS 


Many ‘Haywire’ Ideas 
Received by Army 
Engineers 


By EDWARD B. LOCKETT 

WASHINGTON—People are al- 
ways writing government depart- 
ments enclosing curious suggestions 
for remedying this or that national 
ill, but army engineers lay claim 
to the best collection of “ideas” in 
the lot. 

The engineers’ collection of sug- 
gestions submitted in connection’ 
with flood control agitation, they 
declare, has no equal in the world. 

Ever since the Mississippi flood 
in 1928 engineers’ offices have been 
flooded’ with letters from writers 
who believed their plan would pre- 
vent repetition of such disasters, 

Three of the wildest embrace 
plans whose authors put them for- 
ward as a cure-all for Mississippi 
River floods. 

Suggests Sponges 

One writer suggested the pur- 
chase of sponges on a large scale. 
He thought they should be mount- 
ed in trees at odd spots along the 
river bank, and when high water 
time came, would soak up the 
waters and retain them until floods 
subsided and the water evaporated 
or ran back into the normal river 
bed. 

Another put forward the at least 
original idea of building movable 
dams. He suggested that these 
could be “folded up” when not in 
use, and moved around the river 
bed to high-water spots. 

A third presented the most novel 
idea of all. He would have con- 
structed a sort of contrivance de- 
signed to evaporate the water quick- 
1f¥ and form clouds, to float blithely 
up into the air, possibly to be blown 
by the wind to localities where wa- 
ter might be needed. 

It seems the first suggestion— 
the one about the sponges—would 
involve the buying of an awful 
lot of sponges, and engineers are 
not sure it would work. Then, 
too, considerable trouble would he 
met in the mounting of the squq- 
gy contrivances in trees. 

Doubt Sponge Theory 

Some engineers even doubted the 
sponges would stay put if placed 
ever so carefully in the trees. It 
appeared some special kind of tree 
would be needed, so that the idea 
if put into execution, would involve 
not only the purchase of a small 
ocean of sponges, but a reforesta- 
tion plan on a grand scale. 

The difficulty with the second 
suggestion, that of building mov- 
able dams, is that, according to en- 
gineers, no such contrivance has 
ever been built, and there appears 
little possibility of any immediate 
sucfess in experimental work -lead- 
ing to such construction. The wa- 
ter, it seems, would always be run- 
ning beneath such a dam, and 
possibly even around the edges. 
The principal trouble it was 
learned, is that a dam of any sort 
must have a pretty solid founda- 
tion if it is to be serviceable. Al- 
most incredible difficulties would be 
encountered,. it was predicted, 
should anyone try building movable 
dams with movable foundations. 
Then, even if such a thing were 


-built, engineers would have to dig 


a big hole at every point to which 
the dam was moved. This, it was 
pointed out, would virtually ruin 
the river bed. 

As for the idea of making clouds 
out of excess flood water—officials 
pointed out the water moves so fast 
in flood time it would all get past 
the cloud making point before the 
unique apparatus had time to get 
going.
